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FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS 
OF  THE  WORCESTER  ART  MUSEUM 
TO  THE  CORPORATION. 


During  the  past  year  the  Museum  has  enjoyed  a  quiet  but  sub¬ 
stantial  prosperity  in  all  its  departments.  Its  novelty  has  worn 
off  and  it  has  assumed  a  well-recognized  place  in  the  esteem  of 
the  people  as  one  of  the  most  important,  admirable  and  enlight¬ 
ening  institutions  of  the  city. 

THE  BUILDING 

and  its  appliances  continue  to  prove  their  marked  excellence  as 
they  are  tested  by  actual  use.  Early  in  the  year  the  ventilators 
on  the  roof  were  enlarged  so  as  to  give  a  better  circulation  of  air 
in  the  upper  galleries  during  the  extremely  hot  days  of  summer. 
Several  very  handsome  and  skilfully  adapted  show-cases,  de¬ 
signed  by  Mr.  Heywood  and  constructed  under  his  direction, 
have  been  placed  in  the  corridor  on  the  second  floor  for  the  display 
of  various  objects. 

The  Directors  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  as  janitor  of  the 
Museum  Mr.  George  W.  Stebbins,  who  has  been  in  constant  and 
efficient  charge  of  the  building  since  the  autumn  of  1898.  They 
also  congratulate  themselves  in  having  the  valuable  services  of 
Mrs.  Mary  L.  Mitchell,  who  from  the  beginning  has  had  the 
oversight  of  the  galleries  when  the  Museum  has  been  open  to  the 
public,  and  who  has  also  acted  as  secretary  for  the  committee  on 
instruction. 

The  expense  of  the  services  of  janitor  and  attendants,  of  fuel, 
light  and  incidentals,  as  shown  by  the  treasurer’s  account,  is 
believed  to  be  very  moderate  when  regard  is  had  to  the  size  of 
the  building,  to  the  fact  that  it  is  open  to  the  public  every  day  in 
the  year  except  Mondays  and  is  never  without  supervision. 
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EXHIBITIONS. 

Besides  its  fine  collection  of  casts,  the  Museum  has  had  much 
worth  seeing  in  its  galleries  during  the  year.  Early  in  May  the 
Carnegie  Institute  of  Pittsburg,  in  a  most  generous  spirit,  loaned 
its  large  and  very  valuable  picture,  “Christ  at  Emmaus,”  by  the 
celebrated  French  painter,  Dagnan-Bouveret.  This  painting, 
which  in  this  country  has  been  exhibited  only  at  Pittsburg,  Phila¬ 
delphia  and  Worcester,  proved  a  great  attraction  and  was  enjoyed 
by  hundreds  of  visitors  to  our  galleries  during  the  month  that  it 
was  here. 

At  the  same  time  one  of  the  upper  galleries  of  the  Museum  was 
occupied  for  a  week  with  an  exhibition  of  the  work  of  the  Art 
Students’  Club,  which  made  a  very  creditable  display.  In  June  a 
fine  collection  of  European  and  Oriental  porcelains  and  enamels 
was  put  on  exhibition  for  four  months,  and  Mr.  Macbeth  of  New 
York  kindly  furnished  us  with  a  large  collection  of  paintings  by 
American  artists,  which  were  exhibited  during  the  summer. 

In  November  Theo.  M.  Davis,  Esq.,  of  Newport,  magnani¬ 
mously  returned  to  the  Museum  most  of  the  rare  and  beautiful 
pictures  which  he  had  loaned  to  us  the  preceding  winter,  and 
added  to  them  a  large  number  of  still  more  valuable  and  interest¬ 
ing  works  of  Italian,  Dutch,  French  and  English  masters.  These 
occupied  the  east  gallery  and  are  still  on  exhibition  there,  giving 
our  citizens  a  fine  opportunity  for  the  study  of  some  superb 
examples  both  of  the  renaissance  and  modern  schools.  The 
Museum  is  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  Davis  for  the  very  courteous 
and  liberal  way  in  which,  for  two  seasons,  he  has  placed  this 
important  and  unique  collection  at  our  disposal. 

Several  paintings  by  various  American  artists  have  been  on 
our  walls  during  the  winter.  Miss  Frances  C.  Morse  has  also 
kindly  allowed  the  Museum  to  exhibit  for  two  months  during  the 
winter  her  choice  collection  of  Japanese  and  Chinese  embroid¬ 
eries  and  curios,  for  which  we  make  grateful  acknowledgment. 
Denman  W.  Ross,  Esq.,  of  Cambridge,  has  generously  loaned  us 
three  fine  specimens  of  ancient  tapestries  and  several  valuable 
oil  paintings  and  water  colors,  for  which  he  has  our  thanks. 

admissions.  * 

During  the  year  ending  April  1  there  has  been  an  aggregate  of 
28,535  admissions  to  the  Museum,  of  which  324  have  been  paid 
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and  28,211  have  been  free.  It  has  not  been  attempted  to  keep  a 
separate  account  of  the  admissions  of  sustaining  members  and 
students  who  have  had  free  tickets.  Of  the  free  admissions, 
6,688  have  been  on  Saturdays,  20,130  on  Sundays,  and  1,293  on 
other  free  days.  The  average  admissions  on  pay  days  has  been 
3.16,  on  Saturdays  126.18  and  on  Sundays  387.11.  The  largest 
number  of  admissions  on  Sundays  was  May  28,  during  the  exhi¬ 
bition  of  the  picture  “Christ  at  Emmaus,”  when  929  people 
visited  the  gallery ;  the  smallest  number  on  Sunday  was  Decem¬ 
ber  24,  when  there  were  22  admissions. 

A  comparison  of  these  figures  with  those  of  the  eleven  months 
of  the  first  year  shows  a  slight  decrease  in  attendance,  both  in 
the  aggregate  and  in  detail,  though  the  admissions  on  Sundays 
have  increased  a  trifle.  This  result  was  perhaps  to  be  expected, 
as  during  the  first  year  the  Museum  was  itself  an  object  of  curious 
popular  interest  and  is  now  no  longer  a  new  thing. 

The  disparity,  however,  between  the  admissions  on  pay  and 
free  days  is  more  marked  than  during  the  first  year. 

SUSTAINING  MEMBERS. 

On  the  other  hand  there  is  a  most  gratifying  increase  in  the 
number  of  those  citizens  who  have  during  the  year  become  sus¬ 
taining  members  of  the  Museum  by  an  annual  payment  of  $5,  for 
which  is  given  a  transferable  ticket  admitting  two  persons  at  all 
times  when  the  Museum  is  open  to  the  public.  There  are  now 
185  of  these  sustaining  members,  as  contrasted  with  86  last  year. 
This  scheme  affords  an  easy  and  inexpensive  way  in  which  people 
can  manifest  an  interest  in  the  Museum,  and  at  the  same  time, 
by  numbers,  add  material^  to  its  pecuniary  support.  The 
Museum  must  depend  upon  the  people  of  Worcester  for  its 
resources,  aud  pride  in  it  and  in  its  adequate  equipment  should — 
one  would  suppose — lead  a  large  number  regularly  to  give  this 
modest  sum  for  its  maintenance. 

GIFTS. 

Among  the  more  important  of  the  numerous  gifts  to  the 
Museum  during  the  year,  all  of  which  the  directors  most  grate¬ 
fully  acknowledge,  may  be  mentioned  a  fine  cast  of  the  celebrated 
statue  of  Moses  by  Michael  Angelo,  presented  by  our  Hebrew 
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fellow  citizens;  a  full  set  of  the  reproductions  of  the  famous 
pictures  by  J.  James  Tissot,  illustrating  scenes  in  the  life  of 
Christ,  and  also  a  case  of  quartered  oak,  now  in  course  of  con¬ 
struction,  to  contain  these, — all  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Abbie  Winch 
Coes;  a  large  framed  oil  painting,  called  “A  Ray  of  Sunlight,” 
by  Professor  Pietro  Senno  of  Florence,  the  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
George  T.  Dewey ;  and  a  number  of  family  and  other  portraits, 
among  them  one  by  Smibert  and  three  by  Stuart,  from  our  most 
generous  and  constant  benefactor,  Hon.  Stephen  Salisbury.

THE  COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION  IN  DRAWING,  ETC. 

The  course  of  Instruction  in  Drawing  and  Design,  which  was 
established  at  the  Museum  in  November,  1898,  has  been  continued 
this  year.  The  course  beginning  in  October  was  arranged  for 
three  terms  of  ten  weeks  each,  with  the  usual  recesses  at  Christ¬ 
mas  and  Easter.  The  last  term  will  end  May  19th.  The 
same  instructor,  Mr.  Philip  L.  Hale  of  Boston,  has  been  em¬ 
ployed,  and  has  given  great  satisfaction  to  the  Committee  and 
pupils  by  his  skill  and  patience  as  a  teacher.  The  tuition  was 
fixed  this  year  at  $15.00  per  term  of  ten  weeks,  or  $40.00  for  the 
whole  course  of  thirty  weeks.  Twenty  pupils — some  of  them 
teachers  from  out  of  town — have  been  enrolled  in  the  day  classes 
for  Wednesday  and  Saturday  afternoons,  most  of  whom  have 
been  occupied  in  drawing  from  the  casts,  but  a  few  have  had 
lessons  in  design,  and  some  in  drawing  and  painting  from  the 
draped  model.  The  receipts  from  tuition  have  been  about 
$500.00  and  the  expenses,  except  the  salary  of  the  instructor, 
have  been  very  small. 

The  Directors  thankfully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  $700.00 
for  the  year  from  the  St.  Wulstan  Society  out  of  the  income  of 
the  Lucius  J.  Knowles  Art  Fund,  of  which  that  Society  is  the 
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trustee.  This  money  has  been  used  in  part  to  pay  the  salary  of 
Mr.  Hale. 

In  addition  to  the  pupils  who  have  paid  tuition,  free  instruction 
has  been  given  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday  evenings  to  ten 
pupils  selected  and  recommended  by  the  Authorities  of  the  Public 
Schools. 

While  the  enrollment  of  paying  pupils  this  year  has  been 
smaller  than  last  year,  owing  possibly  to  the  increase  of  tuition, 
which,  however,  is  still  very  moderate  in  comparison  with  other 
schools,  the  interest  of  the  pupils,  the  quality  of  the  work  done 
and  the  general  spirit  of  the  school  have  been  most  excellent. 
Three  prizes  have  been  offered  for  the  best  work  in  different 
departments.  These  will  be  awarded  and  an  exhibition  of  the 
work  of  the  pupils  will  be  held  at  the  end  of  the  course. 

This  course  of  instruction  offers  admirable  advantages  in 
connection  with  the  facilities  of  the  Museum.  It  increases  the 
vitalizing  influence  of  the  Museum  in  hopeful  directions,  and  it 
ought  to  attract  an  increasing  number  of  students. 

MANAGER. 

In  February  of  this  year  Mr.  John  G.  Heywood  was,  until 
further  action  of  the  directors,  appointed  by  them  manager  of 
the  collections  and  affairs  of  the  Museum,  subject  always  to  the 
control  of  the  Board  and  its  committees.  Mr.  Heywood  has  been 
associated  with  the  Museum  since  its  founding,  and  has  rendered 
constant  and  valuable  services. 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER 

and  Auditors,  herewith  submitted,  will  show  the  receipts  and 
expenses  of  the  Museum  for  the  year  and  the  amount  and  invest¬ 
ment  of  its  funds.  It  is  commended  to  your  careful  consideration. 

It  remains  for  the  Directors  to  express  their  renewed  thanks 
to  the  various  donors,  to  the  City  Government  for  courtesies 
extended,  to  those  who  have  kindly  loaned  objects  of  art  and 
artistic  interest,  and  to  all  persons  who,  as  members  of  committees 
or  otherwise,  have  rendered  useful  services.

The  Directors  of  the  Worcester  Art  Museum  will  continue 
during  the  coming  year  the  course  of  instruction  established  last 
year.  The  course  will  include  Drawing  from  the  Cast,  Draw¬ 
ing  and  Painting  from  the  Draped  Model,  the  Elements  of 
Decorative  Design,  Composition  and  Lectures  in  Perspective 
and  Anatomy. 

Philip  L.  Hale,  of  the  School  of  Drawing  and  Painting  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  will  continue 
to  be  the  instructor.  Mr.  Hale  has  abundantly  justified  his 
capacity  for  this  work. 

The  Course  of  Instruction  will  begin  on  Wednesday,  Oct.  3, 
and  continue  for  three  terms  of  ten  weeks  each,  with  the  usual 
recess  at  Christmas  and  Easter.  The  lessons  and  criticisms 
will  be  given  by  the  instructor  every  Wednesday  and  Saturday 
afternoon  of  each  week  from  2  o’clock,  and  in  the  evenings  of 
the  same  days  from  7  o’clock. 

The  rooms  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  Museum  have  proved 
themselves  admirably  adapted  for  the  purposes  of  instruction 
and  have  the  requisite  conveniences. 

All  necessary  furniture  and  appliances  including  books,  casts, 
&c.,  will  be  supplied  by  the  Museum,  except  the  materials  for 
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drawing  and  painting,  which  will  be  supplied  by  the  pupils. 
Models  will  be  supplied  by  the  Museum  to  a  class  of  not  less 
than  five  pupils. 

It  is  intended  by  the  Directors  to  make  the  instruction, 
methods  and  aims  of  the  school  of  the  highest  character,  and 
at  the  same  time  to  place  its  advantages  within  the  reach  of  the 
largest  possible  number.  They,  therefore,  have  placed  the  fees 
at  as  low  a  point  as  is  consistent. 

The  tuition  will  be  $15  for  each  term  of  ten  weeks,  or  $40 
for  the  full  course  of  thirty  weeks,  payable  in  all  cases  in 
advance,  $15  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  and  the  second  term, 
and  $10  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  term. 

No  deduction  of  fees  will  be  made  on  account  of  absence. 
Cheques  for  tuition  should  be  made  payable  to  the  order  of  L. 
N.  Kinnicutt,  Treasurer. 

Each  enrolled  pupil  will  receive  free  admission  to  the  Museum 
every  week  day  that  the  Museum  is  open,  with  the  privilege  of 
drawing  from  the  objects  belonging  to  the  Museum,  subject  to 
the  rules  of  the  Directors. 

The  galleries  are  perfectly  lighted  and  warmed,  and  contain 
large  exhibitions  of  pictures,  bric-a-brac  and  a  beautiful  collec¬ 
tion  of  casts  from  the  antique  and  Renaissance,  to  which  addi¬ 
tions  are  constantly  made. 

The  following  prizes  are  offered  for  the  year  1900-1901. 

The  first  prize  of  $25  will  be  given  to  the  pupil  who  has 
continued  through  the  whole  course  and  made  the  most  im¬ 
provement  in  it.* 

The  second  prize  for  the  same  amount  will  be  given  to  the 
pupil  making  the  best  drawing  from  life  in  a  competition  at  the 
end  of  the  course. 

The  third  prize  for  the  same  amount  will  be  awarded  to  the 
pupil  making  the  best  drawing  from  the  antique  in  a  competi¬ 
tion  at  the  end  of  the  course. 

The  fourth  prize  of  the  same  amount  will  be  awarded  to  the 
pupil  making  the  best  piece  of  decorative  design  in  a  competi¬ 
tion  at  the  end  of  the  course. 


*This  prize  will  not  be  given  to  a  pupil  who  has  previously  received  one  for  the 
same  reason. 
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The  Committee  reserve  the  right  to  decline  to  award  any  of 
these  prizes  when  the  work  offered  in  competition  is  not  con¬ 
sidered  worthy  of  such  recognition. 

Those  who  wish  to  enter  on  this  course  of  instruction  should 
make  early  application  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Committee,  Mrs.  Mary  L.  Mitchell,  3  Home  street,  giving  as 
reference  the  name  and  address  of  some  person  to  whom  they 
are  known. 

Mrs.  Mitchell  will  also  be  found  at  the  Museum  every  week 
day  afternoon,  except  Monday,  and  inquiries  can  be  made  of 
her  there. 

In  case  more  pupils  apply  than  can  be  accommodated, 
preference  will  be  given  to  those  who  apply  first  and  to 
former  pupils.
